MOKS all great Indians Osceola 


(Asl-yaholo—"Black Drink Hal- 


loer") is th* most romantic. A pic- 
turesquely 
dressed' figure, his dark 


gloomy eyes gleaming beneath-a turban 
decorated with three drooping ostrich 
plumes, he moves across the ntago of 
Indian ..history—a red -Ha'mlet. 


Osceola was the principal leader In 


the Semlnole .war.of 188S, which origi- 
nated In a. treaty made in 1821.. It 
provided for the Immediate ccsalon of 
the Semtnolcf' beat lands In. Florida 
and their removal west.of..the Missis- 
sippi nt the end of twenty yean*. When 
trouble over Its execution developed 
tn 1892 the Semlnoles wore offered an- 
other treaty requiring tholr removal 
within three years. 


Although seven chiefs accepted the 


treaty Oscoola and the younger lead- 
ers, declaring that they had been de- 
ceived, refused 'to sign. They carried 
their protest to Washington. 
But 


President Jackson 
wan determined 


that they must go west. In a council 
with General . Thompson,' the Indian 
agent, Occcola proved that . be was 
equally determined. Hushing np to the 
table1 on which tho treaty- • lay, he 
plunged bis-knife clear' throufth the 
paper and deep Into the wood and ex- 
claimiKl passionately, /'The only treaty 
I will execute IB with'THIS,!" 


After a second unsuccessful confer- 


ence General Thompson ordered Osce- 
ola thrown Into prison la Irons. Xhen 
ho agreed to sign. Bnt he was only 
temporizing, for the humiliation hnd 
aroused the Uger' In the Sotulnolo's 
heart mnd he resolved on war. 
In the 


summer of 1835 he surrounded 100 
soldiers under Major Dadeftent. against 
the Indians and klllod every ronn ex- 
cept three. On thn same day.he shot 
down General Thompson. 


Then he loosed n storm of destruc- 


tion upon the .settlers of Florida. 
"When Afll-ynholo's name Is whispered j 
tho white rnnn shake.1* with the Hwaxnp 
ague and his gun drops, to the ground" I 
was tho bonflt of one of his chiefs. 
Four generals were son t successively to 
conquer tho Semlnolcs and all of them 
failed. 


Then' General ,7enup took command. 


Maddened by tho popular outcry for 
decisive action, Jesup summoned Osce- 
ola to a conference under a flag of 
truce and in violation of the most m- 
crod emblem In war he detained the 
chief nnd put him In prison. Osceola 
was sent to Fort Moultrl'e, S. O. Here, 
his proud uplrlt broken by the. manner 
of his capture and his Imprisonment, 
ho died In January, 1838.

Such Is tho decision of tho Order of 


Railway Gle»k» ot Amorlca In a stato- 
nient given out by James Canavan, 
general chairman, and G. W. G-nllji- 
w*y. socrotary-treasurer of tie'order, 
Sujiplemontlng tho adoption of a reso- 
lution not to go on strikes tiio follow- 
'ing statement was Issued last night: 


"Al a general moetinj; of the 


Order of Birtlyay Clerks ot Amer- 
ica, held at grand Diviaiou hoad- 
auartors, u rosolinion w.-is intio- 
duoed by previous vote ot the en- 
tire membership throughout tho 
United States, Canada and Mexico, 
to the effect, that there would ho 
no .strike of the morribers. of the 
order in connection with the shop^ 
crafts strike. 


"Those members are thoroughly 


satisfied with the present condi- 
tions and feel ihat such u strike 
would be in the nature of a back- 
ward stop In ulio movement, to- 
ward normalcy. 


• "This resolution cttmo after a 
practically unanimous vote by tht»

adding a stiff margin to tho price for 
making delivery to a consumer.

Tnis will elim- 
inate him as a retailer and deprive 
him .of an opportunity to exact a big 
profit on rnoro than a single- lot of 
coal, except as he may be able to 
establish a trucking service between 
mines and consumers.

Although the coke region lust week 


produced within 1,500 tons of the pre- 
yoorth record of 70,210 tons, and had. 
mure ovens in blast than during any 
woe* since April 15, comparatively Ht- 
tlo relief, If any, ia being experienced 
by consumers outside of those having 


own coking plant affiliations. 


Ol the gain of 4,750 tons in produc- 


tion to a total of 68,670 tons last week, 
all ,of It except 470 tons was at plants 
ol the furnace Interests which also in- 
creased their producing capacity by 
thu addition of one plant and a total 
of 206 ovens to the active list, as con- 
trasted with no further augmentation 
of operation at the merchant plants. 


That tho recover}- to the rate pre- 


vailing beforo tho holiday was not 
coapleto is partly due to the effect 
of the railroad strike on car movement 
and In other part to tho prevalence of 
& feeling that the strike Is soon to bo 
at an end, hence there is less need 
than earlier to speed up production. 
Tte miners and cokers'sharo this feel- 
iai:, not the plant managers. Among 
the* men who have not returned to 
work, but who have been seriously In- 
cllaed In that direction, there is a dif- 
poultlon to wait still longer ln tie 
hope that some of the promises marie 
to them byltho organizers will mater- 
ialize. On the other hnna, tbo plant 
managers are even more eager than 
evcir to get things going at a stronger 
rate and are redoubling their efforts 
to increase their working forces. 


The only development of note during 


- thn week was a further break in tho 


deadlock which has existed In tho 
Lo-Ter Connellsvtlle district, from the 
second week of the strike. Orient, the 
sixth plant to resume operation^ since 
t-e strike closed down all but throe 
plsnts In the district, began operations 
with 40 ovens early in the week. Alicia, 
wh ch has boon running 100 ovens for 
mo-e than a month, added 60 to the 
producing llst.i Thompson No. 1 ma'do 
a. 100 per cent gain during the second 
weak of Its resumption t>y firing 40 
raoi'e ovens. These increases of last 
wwk total 140 ovens and swell the 
operations In the Lower Connellsvillc* ; 
dislrict to nine, as compared with j 
thrp» plants and 234 ovens during the 
week of May 6, when operation was at 
the lowest point. 


Tie gains enumerated and 66 ovens 


ne» ly fired at four plants oE the H. C. 
Frii-k Coke Company being at furnace 
op«-»tlons they served nothing in eas- 
ing the gltuatlon by which merchant 
blast furnaces are confronted since 
the railroad strike has virtually cut 
o(t the supply of coal for by-product 
cok.)' plants, upon wlvich reliance was :

50 as the 
xn as I mum price for Counollsvillc, and 
not & little feeling of disappointment 
that the views of the comrnittoo which 
conferred with Secretary Hoover wore 
not acceded to by that official. 
"While 


it vlll ho tho purpose of all tho large 
prrxlocws to keep faith with the gov- 
ernment, It Is realized that the region- 
al committee having charge of car dis- 
tribution will have to rwii Job on its 
hamte In requiring strtc: compliance 
on part of the smaller operators. In 
some qnarters doubt Is expressed that 
the (being of prices will serve to stim- 
ulate production Inasmuch as It re- 


moves tho Incentive to unusual effort 
now required to operate a mine. 


Among coal producers genorally the 


opinion prevails that the government 
hag placed tho cart before the horse In 
.the matter of bringing about an ad- 
justment of affairs incident to tho coal 
and railroad strikes. ir,,U la believed, 
the resources of tho government wore 
applied to settling the railroad strike 
first and restoring train movement to 
normal, the coal striko would, in a 
sense, settle itself. With transporta- 
tion unrestricted in all non-union coul 
-regions production would quickly as- 
sume such proportions as the needs 
of consumers require. 
That would 


end the coal strike without the neces- 
sity of resort to war powers In the 
matter of fixing tho prices 'it coal or 
arranging for its distribution.
